In  Confluence  of  the  fame  A&  of  Parliament,  the  Ufe  of  the  Julian 
Account  or  Old  Style,  heretofore  followed  in  thisCountry,  ceafed  on  the 
fecond  of  September  of  the  fame  Year  1752  5  and  by  dropping  or  leaving 
out  eleven  nonvnal  Days,  and  railing  the  next,  which  wouu*  have  been 
the  third,  the  fourteenth,  the  New  Style  took  p!ace  ;  and  from  thence, 
by  the  faid  Atl,  is  directed  to  be  u fed  for  all  Time  to  come,  in  all  his 
Majefty's  Dominions  fubjeft  to  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain.  By  this 
Alteration  the  feveral  Fixed  or  Immoveable  Feafts,  as  they  are  Jfder'd 
to  be  placed  in  the  New  Calendar  upon  the  fame  nominal  Days  of  the 
refpeclive  Months  as  they  were  placed  upon  in  the-Old,  will  come  11 
Days  earlier  than  they  would  otherwife  have  dene,  and  thereby  would 
have  made  all  things  depending  upon  them,  fuch  as  the  Or :  ring  or  In* 
tlofing  of  common  Fields  and  Pa£ures,  the  Holding  of  Fair*  and  Mai  ts, 
the  Payments  of  Rents  and  Annuities,  and  the  Commencement  or  Extin- 
ction of  many  private  Rights  and  Matters  of  Pro-erty,  do  the  fame  :  To 
prevent  therefore  any  Inconvenience  anfing  therefrom,  the  Aft  providts 
and  directs,  That  the  Opening  or  Inclofmg  of  Paftures,  the  Payments  <  t 
Rents,  Annuities,  and  all  other  things  depending  on  the  Fixed  or  Im- 
moveable Feafts,  fhall  not  by  this  means  be  accelerated  or  forwarded,  but 
that  the  Days  of  Opening  or  Shutting  fuch  Paftures,  of  Paying  fuch 
Rents  or  Annuities,  and  of  doing  all  fuch  other  Matters  and  Thing* 
formerly  to  be  done  and  performed  on  the  faid  Feafts,  flic  11  be  Kept,  Ob- 
served, and  Performed  on  the  fame  natural  Days  of  the  Year  on  which 
the  faid  Feafts  would  have  fallen,  if  this  Act  had  not  been  made.  For 
this  Reafon  the  5th  of  April  is  called  Old  Lady-Day,  and  tho  loth  of 
Otlober  Old  Micbaclmas-Day,  and  fo  of  the  reft,  as  being  the  refpe&iye 
Days  on  which  all  fuch  Rents  and  Payments  become  due,  fuch  Rights 
take  place,  and  fuch  Things  to  be  done,  and  not  before.  All  that  is  here 
faid  relates  to  the  feveral  things  above-mentioned  depending  on  Fixed  or 
Immoveable  Feafts;  but  all  fuch  as  depend  on  Moveable  Feafs  or  <*n 
Days  depending  on  them,  are  to  take  place,  and  be  reckoned  according 
to  the  New  Calendar,  in  purfuance  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  of  the  Year 
1752,  for  amending  the  former  Acl  of  the  Year  1751. 

N.  B.  That  all  Dates  of  Births,  Deaths,  cr  other  remarkable  Events, 
in  the  Regal  or  Chronological  Tables,  prior  to,  or  upon,  the  Second  of 
September  1752,  are  to  be  underftood  according  to  the  Julian  Account, 
or  Old  Style;  but  after  that  time,  the  annual  Returns  of  them  are  placed 
in  the  Calendar  Part  of  the  Almanack,  according  to  the  New  Style,  Ele- 
ven nominal  Days  later.  As,  for  Inftance,  the  Day  of  the  King's  Coro- 
nation, in  the  Chronological  Table,  is  mention'd  on  the  1 1  th  of  Otlober , 
on  which  Day  that  Ceremony  was  perform'd  in  the  Year  1727,  whtn 
the  Ufe  of  the  Old  Style  fubfifted ;  but  now,  in  the  Year  1756,  after  the 
New  Style  takes  place,  the  twenty-nine  Years,  fin&e  that  happy  Even?, 
will  not  be  fully  compleated,  or  accompliftied,  'till  the  %2&  Bay  of  the

And  by  Degrees,  defcending  farther  down, 
Comes  Capricorn,  and  makes  the  Knees  his  own ; 
The  Legs  Aquarius  rules,  and  that  being  paft, 
The  Feet  are  fee  to  Pifces,  that's  the  laft. 
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Of  the  Eclipses  this  Year,  1756. 

T^HERE  will  be  two  Eclipfes  this  Year,  and  both  of 
the  Sun,  but  neither  of  them  viable  in  England,  yet 
may  be  feen  fomewhere  elfe,  therefoie  ic  may  not  be  amils  lo 
give  an  Account  of  them  for  the  Sake  of  thole  that  are  Abroad 
while  we  are  at  Home. 

For  like  a  Man  that's  deeply  dy'd  in  Debt ; 
And  yet  if  he  Money  cannot  get 
To  pay  his  juft  Demands,  yet  'tis  expt£led 
A  Compliment  mould  never  be  negle&ed, 
By  which  his  craving  Creditor  may  know 
Whether  he  (hall  his  Money  have  or  no ; 
So  'tis  with  \ib,  for  we  mall  make  appear 
There's  no  Eclipfe  is  viable  this  Year  : 
But  if  our  Readers  more  of  this  would  knovj, 
Let  them  conlult  the  lhort  Account  below. 

The  firft  happens  on  Monday  the  firfl  Day  of  March,  about 
Two  in  the  Afternoon,  which  is  four  Hours  before  the  Sun  rifes 
in  our  Hemifphere.  This  Eclipie  without  Difpute  will  be 
invifible.  • 

The  fecond  and  lad  is  on  the  25th  Day  of  Auguft,  about 
Seven  in  the  Afternoon,  and,  according  to  Mr.  Leadbettcri  it 
will  be  invifible,  not  becaufe  the  Sun  is  about  fetting,  but 
becaufe  it  will  be  hid  from,  us  in  this  Latitude;  but  it  will  bs 
an  Eclipfe  fomewhere  elfe,  and  that  will  do  as  well. 

However,  thefe  two  Eclipfes  will  ferve  as  well  for  me  to 
raife  my  Predi&ions  from,  as  if  there  had  been  two  hundred  ; 
and  as  neither  of  them  are  viflble,  or  can  be  feen,  it  is  no 
Matter  which  we  take  firlt ;  but  as  the  latter  of  them  falls 
near  the  Cufp  of  the  feventh  Houfe,  ard  preciiely  in  the 
Maid's  Belly,  it  may  amount  to  a  Predidion  equal  to  a  Pro- 
phecy, that  is,  it  greatly  behoves  al!  pretty  Girls  to  take 
fpecial  Care  they  be  not  with  Child  before  they  are  married  ; 
for  I  can  forefee,  by  the  Pofuion  of  the  Stars,  that  in  fuch 

Circurn- 
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Circumftances  they  will  be  in  great  Danger  not  to  be  married 
at  -all ;  and  what  is  ftiil  worfe,  io  crabbed  are  our  Laws,  the 
Child,  though  he  out-live  Mefuthalem  himfelf,  can  never  heir 
his  Father's  Land. 

It  is  farther  obfervable,  this  Dcfeft  fa-lling  in  the  feventh 
Houfe  (as  I  (aid  before,  and  tell  you  again)  prognosticates  a 
great  Scarcity  of  Money  amongit  poor  People,  which  may 
produce  much  Hunger  amongft  them,  and  Hunger  is  a  fharp, 
but  net  fo  good  a  ifauce  as  Muftard  is  to  powdered  Beef ;  but 
Money  falves  all  Sores,  and  will  make  the  Pot  to  boil,  let  who 
will  endeavour  to  pifs  out  the  Fire.

Therefore  'tis  my  Advice,  get  Store  of  Coin, 
And  then  a  hungry  Stomach  will  be  fine. 

It  was  the  old  Daddy's  Advice  to  his  Son  ;  But  above  A\ 
Things,  my  Son  (faith  he)  keep  Money  in  thy  Pocket,  for 
that  will  command  wherefoever  thou  goell ;  while  Con  is  with 
Whelp,  and  cries  chink  at  every  Call,  they  will  fawn  like  a 
Dog  that  ftands  at  Receipt  of  a  Trencher,  they  will  fraooth 
thee  with  fvveet  Sir,  footh  thy  Perfon,  and  foak  thy  Purfe : 

But  when  all  is  gone,  and  nothing  left, 
Farewel  Dagger  with  Dungeon  Haft. 

Then  them  may'ft  go  like  a  Dog  that  has  loft  his  Tail,  and 
wander  where  thou  wilt,  like  a  new-fhorn  Sheep,  without 
more  Service  from  them,  till  thou  haft  more  Wool  on  thy 
Back  to  pay  thy  next  Year's  Fees;  but  if  thou  haft  Store  of 
Money,  then, 

Poll:  thou  want  Honour  ?  Money  (trait  will  buy  it, 

Although  ten  thoufand  needy  Slaves  decry  it. 

Haft  thou  a  fc.ur.vy  Face  ?  take  this  of  me, 

If  thou  haft  Money,  'tis  not  feen  in  thee. 

Would'ft  have  a  Whore,  a  Coach,  Smoak,  Drink,  or  Dice? 

Money  will  bring  thee  all  at  any  Price. 

Would'ft  have  all  Pleafures  in  Variety  ? 

Money  will  thy  infatiate  Wants  fupply. 
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Then  feeing  Money  can  do*  what  it  will, 
Have  not  Men  Reafon  to  regard  it  Hill  ? 

Since  Money  has  fuch  commanding  Power,  and  can  turn 
the  Ballance  at  Pleafure,  gives  Reafoa  to  believe,  that  even 
the  Lawyeis  themfelves  may  be  prevailed  upon  by  Intereft ; 
and  that,  notwithstanding  their  impregnable  Honefty,  a  few 
Pieces  of  that  ponderous  Metal,  called  Gold,  may  now  and 
then  turn  the  Scale  ;  for  though  the  Ballance  be  equal  when 
empty,  yet  a  few  Guineas  in  one  End  will  poife  it  down  when 
there  is  no  Weight  in  the  other ;  but  throw  a  greater  Quantity 
in  the  other  End,  it  will  turn  the  Scale,  as  the  Cafe  was  in 
the  following  Story  :

Charge  to  the  MefTenger  to  deliver  them  to  his  own  Hand, 
and  keep  them  for  his  own  eating,  which  the  Gentleman  did  ; 
upon  eating  the  firft  he  found  a  Guinea  in  it,  and  from  thence 
begun  to  lufpeft  that  more  of  the  Pippins  might  tafte  like 
that,  and  have  fuch  a  golden  Flavour  ;  upon  which  his  Cu> 
riolity,  or  rather  Covetoufnefs  (call  it  which  you  will)  led 
him  to  examine  the  reft,  and  they  were  all  found  to  have  the 
fame  Core,  <viz.  a  Guinea,  all  which  Guineas  ibis  Pocket 
could  digeft  fafter  than  his  Belly  could  the  Apples  ;  and  hence, 
doubtlefs,  this  Bafket  of  Apples  had  an  Influence  fufficient  ta 
draw  him  (right  or  wrong)  into  the  Intereft  of  his  Applet 
merchant.

No  Doubt  but  that  the  Pig  had  had  the  word, 

Ai  d  the  Caufe  had  gone  m  Favour  of  the  firrt, 

And  the  Lawyer  might  have  faid,  with  Looks  as  big, 

His  Apple- fauce  has  he'p'd  away  your  Pig. 

But  to  come  to  Particulars :  Whether  we  confult  the  Eclipfe 
or  not,  we  can  foreiel  that  Apples  will  be  pientifuiler  than 
Oranges ;  much  Failing  lhali  be  ufed  where  People"  have  no 
Visuals ;  many  People  more  Care  in  their  Heads  than  Coin 
in  their  Purfes ;  and  fome  more  C  in  in  their  Purfes  than  Wit 
in  their  Heads.  Some  civil  Wars  may  happen  betwixt  dis- 
agreeing Couples;  foul  Weather  more  plent  ful  than  fair  Deal- 
ing; a  joyful  Time  for  thofe  that  are  receiving  their  Wives 
Portions,  or  burying  fcolding  Wives;  fo  many  Fools  in  the^ 
World,  that  a  Knave  can  hardly  want  Employment  ;  feme 
Mens  Mouths  mall  be  always  open,  like  a  Lawyer's  Pouch, 
and  yet  no  Preferment  drop  into  them ;  fome  People  {hall  be 
hanged  for  picking  of  Pockets  ;  fome  Men  mall  be  out-witted, 
being  without  their  Wits,  for  they  are,  or  mould  be,  within 
them.  Brokers,  Horfe-courfers,  and  Catchpoles,  would  be  very 
honeft  Men,  if  they  did  not  keep  Company  with  themfelve6. 

Should  one  prove  honefl  among  fuch  a  Crew, 
Then  you  may  take  th^  Cry  up,  New  Fruit,  new. 

Some  Men  concerned  herein,  perhaps,  may  kick  and  wince 
at  what  is  here  written,  but  fuch  mull  live  honeftly,  and  leave 
their  Fooleries,  and  I  (hall  forbear  my  Flouts ;  otherways  let 
them  expeft  broken  Shins  if  they  fiand  in  my  Way,  being 
thereunto  warranted  by  the  Satyrift. 
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To  fee  a  Fault,  and  not  to  reprehend  it, 
Doth  often  make  a  Fault,  but  never  mend  it. 

Much  more  might  be  faid  concerning  the  Effects  of  this 
Eclipfe,  but  a  Word  to  the  Wife  is  enough,  and  half  a  Word 
too  much  to  the  Unwife ;  fo  not  to  harp  too  much  upon  one 
String,  1  maP  leave  the  reit  to  my  Brother  Conjurors,  yet  I 
can  affure  you,  upon  the  Word  of  an  Afs  ftrologer,  that  1 
can  predict  Things  paft,  either  by  Eclipfes,  great  Conjunctions, 
Revolutions,  Involutions,  Nativities,  tsV.  &c.  (either  before 
they  happen)  to  as  great  a  Nicety  as  either  Partridge,  Parker i 
Pearce,  or  Seafor.,  can  foretel  future  Events  by  them  after  they 
are  pad ;  and  as  I  quite  forgot  an  Afs-trological  Scheme  for  thefe
